2. The Text of the Treaty, signed at Paris on the 23rd of 
January, 1860, the technicalities of trade being given in French 
as well as in English. 

3. The First Additional Article (relative to the Duty on 
Spirits), signed at Paris on the 26th of February, 1860. 

4. The Second Additional Article, providing for three separate 
Conventions, at which the Rates of duty should be fixed, signed 
at Paris on the 27 th of June, 1860. 

5. The First Supplementary Convention, annexed to the portion 
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of the Tariff first published by the Commissioners, signed at 
Paris on the 12th of October, 1860. 

6. The Second Supplementary Convention, annexed to the 
portion of the Tariff last published, signed at Paris on the 23rd 
of November, 1860. 

7. Table of Import Duties finally agreed upon ; which is here 
published in Frenqh and English on opposite pages, all the techni- 
calities being carefully translated, and the English equivalents, in 
money, weights, and measures, inserted. 

8. Table of Additional Duties levied on Groods when imported 
in vessels under any other flag than that of England or France, 
together with Certificate Regulations, &c. 

9. A Table of Duties chargeable upon articles under the general 
Tariff of France, not included in the recent Treaty. 

10. Notes explanatory of the new Tariff, and of the manner of 
levying the duties, as published by the French Government, for the 
information of importers, and of the officers of the Custom Houses. 

11. Regulations as to Packing and Ports of Entry. 

12. Statistical Tables of Commerce between England and 
France for the last year preceding the execution of the Treaty, 
which are inserted in this volume, as furnishing valuable data for 
future comparison. 

13. Finally, a Table of French Money, Weights, and Measures, 
and their English equivalents, is given, and a verbal Index to the 
articles included in all the preceding documents. 

It is hoped that the data thus collected into one body and 
arranged for convenience of reference, will prove highly useful to 
the merchants of Great Britain and France, and that the official 
experience of the Editor will inspire the fullest confidence in the 
accuracy of the calculations.

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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION. 



In order to form an adequate estimate of the New French 
Tariff upon British Produce and Manufactures, it is neces- 
sary to consider the system for which it has been substi- 
tuted, as well as the history of commercial legislation in 
France which has preceded it. 

It is a fact worthy of serious reflection, that so far back 
as 1786 a Commercial Treaty was concluded between Eng- 
land and France, the provisions of which were, speaking gene- 
rally, quite as favourable, as regards the terms upon which 
British merchandise was admitted into France, as those of the 
Treaty of 1860. 

The brief existence of this liberal Tariff was one of the 
i*esults of the war which commenced in 1793, and, with 
occasional intervals, raged during twenty years between the 
two countries ; and the system of prohibition and prohibitory 
duties which compressed, within unnaturally narrow limits, 
the interchange of commodities between them, and which has 
shackled French commerce ever since, is one of the legacies 
which that war has entailed upon the industry of England. 

The principal features of the Treaty of 1786 were as 
follow : — ^French wines were to be admitted into England 
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at the same rate as Portuguese wines ; vin^ars to pay £33 
per ton ; brandy, Ts. per gallon ; olive oil, the same as from 
other nations. 

It was agreed that the under-mentioned articles should 
reciprocally pay : — 

Beer, 30 per cent, ad valorem. 

Hardware, Cutlery, Cabinetware, and Turnery, and all 
manufactures of iron, steel, copper, or brass, a duty not to exceed 
10 per cent, ad valorem. 

Cottons, Woollens, and Hosiery (except when mixed with silk), 
and Millinery of all kinds, 12 per cent, ad valorem. 

Cambrics and Lawns, 58. per piece of seven yards. 

Linens, not to pay higher duties than linens imported into Great 
Britain from Holland. 

Saddlery, 15 per cent, ad valorem. 

Gauzes, 10 per cent, ad valorem. 

Porcelain, Earthenware, Pottery, Plate-glass, and Glass- 
ware, 12 per cent, ad valorem. 

The excise duties on certain articles, in addition to the 
import duties, were to be charged in each country. 

The Declaration of Independence by the United States of 
America, which act engendered a feeling of universal brother- 
hood in the higher circles of French society, then all-powerful, 
is said to have led indirectly to the conclusion of this Treaty. 
However this may have been, it does not appear that the 
French manufacturers generally received it with any favour ; 
they were, in truth, opposed to it from the very commence- 
ment, and petitions against the new treaty were being daily 
received in Paris from various parts of France, when the 
Revolution suddenly burst forth and put a stop to all com- 
mercial undertakings. 

A second geneiul Tariff was proposed in 1791, but things 
remained in a very unsettled state until the decree of March, 
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1793, appeared, which annulled all treaties of alliance and 
commerce with the powers with whom France was at war. 

Events thus led to the establishment on a larger scale of 
the system of prohibition, which has continued down to the 
present time, owing to the weakness and instability of suc- 
cessive French Governments, which prevented them fix)m 
carrying into operation any reforms in the commercial 
policy of the country opposed to the views of the leading 
manufacturing interests; in short, the monopolists have 
always been stronger than the governments. 

By decree of September, 1793, foreign vessels were ex- 
cluded from the coasting trade of France; and another 
decree of the same month and year prohibited the exportation 
of all articles of primary necessity. 

In October, 1793, the National Convention proscribed all 
manu&^tures of British make or origin, and the productions of 
any of her colonies. Offenders against this law were liable 
to twenty years' imprisonment in irons. The professed object 
of France was to force England into peace ; and as she could 
not hope to do so by arms, she endeavoured, by attacking the 
industries of the country, to bring her into subjection. 

Negotiations for a treaty between the two nations were 
entered into after the peace of Amiens, but nothing was 
definitively settled before war again broke out, and 
Napoleon conceived the idea of isolating England from the 
rest of the commercial world. The celebrated Berlin decree 
of 21st November, 1806, prohibited all dealings with Eng- 
land. On the 23rd November, 1807, another decree, dated at 
Milan, declared that all vessels were seizable which had 
touched at an English port ; and on the 17th of September 
following, another decree from Milan placed the British 
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Islands in a state of blockade, and ordered the oonfiacation 
of all vessels, French or foreign, which had been visited by a 
British ship. 

The Tariff was altered to keep pace with these decrees, 
and by the 5th of August^ 1810, the duties on colonial 
products were fixed at the exorbitant rates of 400fr. per 100 
kilogrammes for coffee and clayed sugar, 600fr. for pepper, 
l,000fr. for cocoa, and 2,000&. for cinnamon and nutmegs. 
All seized goods were publicly bumt^ and the announce- 
ments were published in the " Moniteur." 

In defiance of the difficulties thrown in the way of com- 
mercial transactions with England, the vessels of foreign 
nations braved all hazards, and as the scarcity of exotic 
products in the English markets had so greatly raised their 
prices, they made for an English port^ at the risk of the 
utter ruin of the adventure, in the hope of realising great 
profits. 

A multitude of means were resorted to in evasion of the 
Continental system. Smuggling, by corrupting official em- 
ployes^ and otherwise ; supplying Russia by the White Sea, 
and the means of supplying the Continent generally with 
British manufactures and Colonial produce, were found out 
by multitudes of English, Ameiicans, Dutch, Hamburgers, 
Danes, Swedes, and even by the French themselves. 

The system of a Continental blockade was impracticable, 
and therefore absurd : impracticable, because France, in- 
aiead of having a navy at sea to enforce the blockade of the 
British Islands, had her own squadrons blockaded in her 
own ports; impracticable, from the fiust that France was 
unable to dow the ports of Europe against English com- 
merce ; in^piactioable> if she could have done so^ because she 
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was not in a position to supply the Continental States with 
the products which they required. 

Foiled in the attempt to destroy the commerce of Eng- 
land, and wishing to relieve the commerce of the maritime 
cities of France, Napoleon granted a certain number of 
trading licences, which permitted transactions with England 
under special regulations. Thus the English trade was in a 
great measure restored. The blockade had not proved so 
injurious to the trade of England as might have been sup- 
posed, for, although shut out from the ordinary channels, new 
I* 

markets were formed in those allied countries in which 
England either subsidised troops, or whom she aided with 
supplies of money. 

We pass to the Tariff of the Restoration of 1816. 

This Tariff was based upon the model of the Tariff pro- 
posed in 1791. It maintained all the prohibitions established 
by the laws of the 1st March, 1793, and the 10th Brumaire, 
year 5, independently of others which it established. 

It also established Awwrtax varying according to the place 
of lading of the ship or flag, and adopted a new classification 
of articles in classes. 

No changes of great importance to this country have 
taken place in the French tariff between 1816 and 1853, if 
we except the case of linens, the duties on which were re- 
duced in 1836, but raised again in 1845, in compliance with 
an outcry from the spinners of Northern France. 

The prohibitions on bar, angle, and old iron, on cotton- 
yam of No. 170 English and upwards, and cotton lace, on un- 
dyed woollen twisty on prepared skins, on chain-cables for the 
navy, copper wire, and some others, were removed in July, 
1836, and high duties substituted in their place. 
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"Whether tempted by the experience of Enghuid, or 
pushed forward by the increasing wants of the country, the 
French Grovernment has introduced since the year 1853 
many large reductions in the taiiff, and more especially since 
the Exhibition of 1855. 

In 1855, considerable reductions were made in the duties 
on pig, bar, and sheet-iron (by fix)m 25 to 50 per cent.) ; on 
steel, cast and wrought (by from 50 to 75 per cent.), and on 
coals and coke (by from 18 to 50 per cent.). 

In 1856, the duties on machinery were lowered by from 
11 to 40 per cent., and numerous alterations have been 
effected from time to time, since the Tariff of 1816, in the 
duties on colonials, skins, dyestuffs, timber, chemicals, and 
raw products, still leaving them, however, very high, for we 
must not forget that, though the reductions in many cases 
have been large, the starting-point was prohibition. 

By decree of 5th December, 1857, the greater portion of 
the export duties were abolished. 

In all the changes hitherto made in the French tariff, 
it is easy to perceive that each successive alteration was 
effected either to give increased facilities of fabrication to a 
native manufacturer, or to prevent foreign articles from 
coming into near competition with his goods in the French 
markets. 

The coTiawmer was never for one instant thought of. It 
was proved some years back that by excluding foreign iron 
France was losing one million sterling per annum ; and it is 
a well-known fact that for years past the French consumer 
has paid 50 to 100 per cent, above the market price in Eng- 
land for many articles of ordinary use. The duties upon 
iron and its derivatives are still far too high, but it is

h<^ed that the manufacturing interests in France, which 
are now exposed to competition with England, will gradually 
call for some further reductions upon this important raw 
material of industry. 

With this exception, the New Tariff is one of a liberal 
and moderate character; and when it is considered that it has 
been substituted, in the coui*se of a few months, for a system 
of custom-house legislation more restrictive than that of 
almost any other commercial nation, the magnitude of the 
change will be seen in its real light. 

The following Table of Frohibitions on articles of British 
manufacture will sufficiently illustrate the amount of pro- 
tection which existed in the French Tariff on the 1st of 
January, 1860 : — 

Yabns : 

Cotton, plain and twisted (except unbleached of and above No. 170.) 
Woollen (except long combed, unbleached, twisted, cleansed, or 

baked). 
Hair (except of goats, cows, or other cattle, and of dogs). 

Textile Manufactuees : 

Cotton (except lace hand-made and spun and twill lace). 

Silk and floss silk, stuffs mixed with false gold or silver, silk twills 

and imitations of cashmeres. 
Woollen (except carpets, sieve cloth, ferrandine, and trimmings 

lace and ribbons). 
■Of Mixed Materials. 
Hosiery, cotton and woollen. 
Hair (except shawls, cashmere, from countries out of Europe, 

blankets, and hosiery). 
Horsehair (except sieve cloth, trimmings, and hats). 

Leathss Manufactuses (except coarse pack saddles and empty wine 
skins). 

Skins Pbefased (except lamb or kid, calf and swan and geese skins, 

parchment, vellum, and large tanned hides for soles).

Thus all the yams of Manchester and Leeds — the 
textile fabrics of Manchester, Glasgow, Leeds, Huddersfield, 
Bradford, Leicester, and Coventry — the stoneware of 
Staffordshire, London, and Newcastle — ^the glassware of 
Birmingham, Newcastle, and London — ^the. hardware of Bir- 
mingham and Wolverhampton — the cutlery of Sheffield, 
and many other of our most important industries, were en- 
tirely excluded from the French markets. 

The Treaty of January, 1860, abolished these prohibitions 
and substituted a duty not to exceed 30 per cent, ad valorem 
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in 1861, and 25 per cent, in 1864. With the exception of 
the duties on iron before alluded to, and a few other articles, 
the average rate which has been actually fixed does not 
exceed 15 per cent. 

The immense opening thus effected at one sweep for 
English manufactures, must have a very beneficial result for 
English manu&cturers in general, whilst the stimulus given 
to French producers by the competition of English goods 
thus admitted into the French markets will be the means of 
developing the vast resources of that country. 

The importance of the French Treaty must not, however, 
be estimated by the benefits which it will confer upon 
English commerce alone. It has a much wider scope, inas- 
much as the reductions granted to Bngland by that Treaty 
will be offered to the other European states, on condition 
that they, in return, moderate their -customs tariff ; and, as 
a matter of course, what those countries concede to France, 
they cannot long refuse to England. A Treaty between 
France and Belgium is now being negotiated at Paris, and 
the preliminaries for another are being considered at 
Berlin. 

If these intentions are carried out, the Treaty of 1860 
will have been the starting-point for a general system of 
reduction in the import tariffs of the Continent. 

It is needless to speculate on the probable advantages 
to commerce that are likely to accrue from the removal of 
the restrictions which now fetter trade in many countries 
in Europe. England has long afforded an illustration of the 
benefits which result from a liberal system of commercial 
legislation, and no arguments are now needed in this 
country to persuade people that a large commerce can only

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flourish in those states where such impediments as protectiTe 
customs duties are unknown. 

The ordinary reader who may glance at this Tolume^ ajoid 
the public in general, are not, perhaps, aware that each rate 
of duty placed in the tariff has not only been considered 
separately, but that it has formed the subject of many dis- 
cussions, and been anxiously debated by the representatives 
of that particular branch of trade, and to whom, no matter 
what became of the rest of the tariff it was the one thing to 
have satisfactorily settled 

The labour of adjusting a tarifl^ which shall be Mr to- 
wards each of the innumerable interests to be affected by it^ 
is therefore no slight one j and the difficulty is still further 
increased when the rival interests of two great nations are 
concerned. 

It may not, therefore^ be uninteresting to state how the 
present tariff was arranged 

By Article XIXI. of the Treaty of January, 1860, it was 
agreed that the ad valorem duties established by that treaty 
should be converted into speciflc duties bef(»re the 1st of July, 
1860. 

In order to carry out this agreement, a Commission was 
appointed by the English Grovernment, consisting of Mr. 
Cobden as Chief Commissioner, and Mr. Mallet^ of the 
Board of Trade, and Mr. Ogilvie, of the Board of Customs, 
as Assistant Commissioners. The English Conmiissioners 
opened their office in Paris at the comm^icement of May, 
1860. The French Grovemment also nominated a Commis- 
sion, which was presided over by M. Bouher, the Minister 
of Commerce ; the other members being M. de Fourcade de 
la Boquette, at that time Director-General of Indirect Taxes ; 
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M. le Comte de Lesseps, of tihe Department of Foreign 
Affairs ; and M. Herbet, Chief Commissioner to the Conseil 
Superienr du Commerce. 

A sitting of the " Conseil Superienr dn Commerce " was 
held for several weeks, previous to the meeting of the two 
commissions, for the purpose of obtaining evidence as to the 
relative cost of production and manufacture of articles in the 
various branches of industry both in France and England. 

The witnesses, who were examined before the Conseil, 
consisted of representatives of the leading French industries, 
and of English delegates deputed by several Chambers of 
Commerce and other persons in England ; and it will not be 
out of place to mention here that this country is greatly 
indebted both to those Chambers of Commerce and gentle- 
men who, at a great sacrifice of time and labour, not only 
procured the most valuable information, but gratuitously 
rendered their services to the English Commissioners in 
Paris in working out the details of the Tariff.

Signed at Paris, January 23, 1860. 



Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and His Majesty the Emperor of the 
French, being equally animated with the desire to draw 
closer the ties of friendship which unite their two people, 
and wishing to improve and extend the relations of com- 
merce between their respective dominions, have resolved to 
conclude a Treaty for that purpose, and have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Most Honourable Henry 
Richard Charles Earl Cowley, Viscount Dangan, Baron 
Cowley, a Peer of the United Kingdom, a Member of Her 
Britannic Majesty's Privy Council, Knight Grand Cross of 
the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, Her Majesty's 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
Emperor of the French ; and Eichard Cobden, Esquire, a 
Member of the British Parliament ;

ABTICLE n. 

His Imperial Majesty engages to reduce the import 
duties in France on British coal and coke, to the amount of 
fifteen centimes for the hundred kilogrammes, with the addi- 
tion of the two decimes. 

His Majesty the Emperor also engages, within four years 
from the date of the ratification of the present Treaty, to 
establish upon the importation of coal and coke by land and 
by sea, a uniform duty which shall not exceed that which is 
fixed by the preceding paragraph. 

ARTICLE in. 

It is understood that the rates of duty mentioned in the 
preceding Articles are independent of the differential duties 
in feivour of French shipping, with which duties they shall 
not interfere. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The duties ad valorem stipulated in the present Treaty 
shall be calculated on the value at the place of production or 
fabrication of the object imported, with the addition of the 
cost of transport^ insurance and commission, necessary for 
the importation into France as far as the port of discharge. 

For the levying of these duties, the importer shall make 
a written declaration at the Custom-house, stating the value 
and description of the goods imported. If the Custom-house 
authorities shall be of opinion that the declared value is 
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insufficient, they shall be at liberty to take the goods on 
paying to the importer the price declared, with an addition 
of five per cent. 

This payment, together with the restitution of any duty 
which may have been levied upon such goods, shall foe made 
within the fifteen days following the declaration. 



ARTICLE V. 



Her Britannic Majesty engages to recommend to Parlia-

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ARTICLE VI. 



Her Britannic Majesty engages also to propose to 
Parliament that the duties on the importation of French 
wine be at once reduced to a rate not exceeding three shil- 
lings a gallon, and that from the 1st April, 1861, the duties 
on importation shall be regulated as follows : 

1. On wine containing less than fifteen degrees of proof 
spirit verified by Sykes's hydrometer, the duty shall not ex- 
ceed one shilling a gallon. 

2. On wine containing from fifteen to twenty-six degrees, 
the duty shall not exceed one shilling and sixpence a gallon. 

3. On wine containing fit)m twenty-six to forty degrees, 
the duty shall not exceed two shillings a gallon. 

4. On wine in bottles, the duty shall not exceed two 
shillings a gallon. 

5. Wine shall not be imported at any other ports than 
those which shall be named for that purpose before the pre- 
sent Treaty shall come into force ; Her Britannic Majesty 
reserving to herself the right of substituting other ports for 
those which shall have been originally named, or of increas- 
ing the number of them. 

The duty fixed upon the importation of wine at ports 
other than those named, shall be two shillings a gallon. 

6. Her Britannic Majesty reserves to herself the power, 
notwithstanding the provisions of this Article, to fix the 
maximum amount of proot spirit which may be contained in 
liquor declared as wine, without^ however, the maximum 
being lower than thirty-seven degrees. 

ARTICLE VIL 

Her Britannic Majesty promises to recommend to Parlia- 
ment to admit into the United Kingdom merchandise 
impcoted from France, at a rate of duty equal to the excise 
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duty which is or shall be imposed upon articles of the same 
description in the United EingdonL At the same time, the 
duty chargeable upon the importation of such merchandise 
may be augmented by such a sum as shall be an equivalent 
for the expenses which the system of excise may entail upon 
the British producer. 

ABTIGLE YIIL 

In accordance with the preceding Article, Her Britannic 
Majesty undertakes to recommend to Parliament the admis- 
sion into the United Kingdom of brandies and spirits 
imported from France, at a duty exactly equal to the exdae 
duty levied upon home-made spirits, with the addition of a 
surtax of two pence a gallon, which will make the actual duty 
payable on French brandies and spirits eight shillings and 
two pence the gallon. 

Her Britannic Majesty also undertakes to recommend to 
Parliament the admission of rum and tafia imported from 
the French Colonies, at the same duty which is or shall be 
levied on these same articles imported from the Britiah 
Colonies. 

Her Britannic Majesty undertakes to recommend to 
Parliament the admission of paper-hangings imported from 
France, at a duty equal to the excise tax, that is to say, at 
fourteen shillings per hiuidredweight ; and cardboard of the 
same origin, at a duty which shall not exceed fifteen shillings 
per hundredweight. 

Her Britannic Majesty frirther undertakes to recommend 
to Parliament the admission of gold and silver plate imported 
from France, at a duty equal to the stamp or excise duty 
which is charged on British gold and silver plate. 

ABTICLE IX 

It is understood between the two Bigh Contracting 
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Powers, that if one of them thinks it necessary to establish 
an excise tax or inland duty upon any article of home pro- 
duction or manufacture which is comprised among the pre- 
ceding enumerated articles, the foreign imported article of 
the same description may be immediately liable to an equiva- 
lent duty on importation. 

It is equally imderstood between the High Contracting 
Powers, that in case the British Government should deem it 
necessary to increase the excise duties levied upon home- 
made spirits, the duties on the importation of wines may be 
modified in the following manner : — 

For every increa^ of a shilling per gallon of spirits on 
the excise Ztj, there r^j b. on IL fhich pay^ ^. 
ling and sixpence duty, an augmentation not exceedmg one 
penny hali^enny per gallon ; and on wines which pay two 
shillings, an augmentation not exceeding two pence haJ^nny 
per gallon. 

ARTICLE X. 

The two High Contracting Parties reserve to themselves 
the power of levying upon all articles mentioned in the 
present Treaty, or upon any other article, landing or shipping 
dues, in order to pay the expenses of all necessary establish- 
ments at the ports of importation and exportation. 

But in all that relates to local treatment, the dues and 
charges in the ports, basins, docks, roadsteads, harbours, 
and rivers of the two countries, the privileges, fevours, or 
advantages which are or shall be granted to national vessel? 
generally, or to the goods imported or exported in them, 
shall be equally granted to the vessels of the other country, 
and to the goods imported or exported in themu 

ABTICLE XZ. 

The two High Contracting Powers engage not to pro- 
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hibit the exportation of coal, and to levy no duiy upon sach 
exportation. 

ARTICLE XII. 

The subjects of one of the two High Contracting Powers 
shall, in the dominions of the other, enjoj the same pro- 
tection as native subjects in regard to the rights of property 
in trade marks and in patterns of every description. 

ARTICLE xiu. 

The oef valorem duties established within the limits fixed 
by the preceding Articles shall be converted into specific 
duties by a Supplementary Convention, which shall be con- 
cluded before the 1st of July, 1860. The medium prices 
during the six months preceding the date of the present 
Treaty shall be taken as the bases for this conversion. 

Duties shall, however, be levied in conformity with the 
bases above established — 

1. In the event of this Supplementary Convention not 
having come into force before the expiration of the period 
fixed for the execution by France of the present Treaty. 

2. Upon those articles •the specific duties on which shall 
not have been settled by common consent. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

The present Treaty shall be binding for the tJnited 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, so soon as the 
necessary legislative sanction shall have been given by- 
Parliament^ with the reserve made in Article VI. respecting 
wines. 

Further, Her Britannic Majesty reserves to herself the 
power of retaining, upon special grounds, and by way of 
exception, during a period not exceeding two years, dating 
from the 1st of April, 1860, half of the duties on those 
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articles, the free admisaioii of wlikh is st^mlated hj ike 
present Treaty. 

This reserve, however, does not apply to articles of silk 
manufacture. 

ABnCLE XY. 

The engagements contracted by His Majesty the Emperor 
of the French shall be fulfilled, and the tariffs previously 
indicated as payable on British goods and manufactures shall 
be applied within the following periods : 

1. For coal and coke^ from the 1st July, 1860. 

2. For bar and pig iron, and for steel of the kinds which 
are not subject to prohibition, from the 1st October, 1860. 

3. For worked metals^ machines, tools, and mechanical 
instruments of all sorts, within a period whidi shall not 
exceed the 31st December, 1860. 

4. For yams and manufactures in flax and hemp, from 
the 1st June, 1861. 

5. And for all other articles frt)m the 1st October, 1861. 

ABnCLB ZVI. 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French engages that 
the ad valorem duties payable on the importation into 
France of merchandise of British production and manufacture, 
shall not exceed a maximum of twenty-flve per cent, from 
the 1st October, 1864. . 

ASnCLIS XYU. 

It is imderstood between the tTwo High Contracting 
Powers, as an el«aient of the conversion of the ad valorem 
duties into specific duties^ th^ for tihie kinds of bar iron 
which are at present subjected on importation into France 
to a duty of ten francs, not including the two additional 
decimes, the duty shall be seven franca on every hundred 

c 
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kilogrammes until the 1st of October, 1864, and six francs 
trom that period, including in both cases the two additional 
decimes. 

ARTICLE xvni. 

The arrangements of the present Treaty of Commerce 
are applicable to Algeria^ both for the exportation of her 
produce, and for the importation of British goods'. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

Each of the two High Contracting Powers engages to 
confer on the other any favour, privilege, or reduction in the 
tariff of duties of importation on the articles mentioned in 
the present Treaty, which the said Power may concede to 
any third Power. They further engage not to enforce one 
against the other any prohibition of importation or exporta- 
tion, which shall not at the same time be applicable to all 
other nations. 

r 

ARTICLE XX. 

The present Treaty shall not be valid unless Her Bri- 
tannic Majesty shall be authorised, by the assent of Her 
Parliament, to execute the engagements contracted by Her 
in the Articles of the present Treaty. 

ARTICLE XXL 

The present Treaty shall remain in force for the space of 
ten years, to date from the day of the exchange of ratifica 
tions ; and in case neither of the High Contracting Powers 
shall have notified to the other, twelve months before the 
expiration of the said period of ten years, the intention to 
put an end to its operation, the Treaty shall continue in 
force for another year, and so on from year to year, until the 
expiration of a year, coimting from the day on which one or 
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other of the High Contracting Powers shall have announced 
its intention to put an end to it. 

The High Contracting Powers reserve to themselves the 
right to introduce by common consent into this Treaty any 
modification which is not opposed to its spirit and principles, 
and the utility of which shall have been shown by ex- 
perience. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Paris within the period of fifteen days, 
or sooner, if possible. 

In feith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have 
signed it, and affixed thereto the* seal of their arms.

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FIRST ADDITIONAL ABTICLE. 

Signed at Paris, February 26, 1860. 

By Article VIIL of the Treaty of Commerce between Her 
Majesty the Queen of the United Elingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and His Majesty the Emperor of the French, 
signed at Paris on the 23rd of January last, Her Britannic 
Majesty undertook to recommend to Parliament the admis- 
sion into the United Kingdom of brandies and spirits 
imported from France, at a duty exactly equal to the excise 
duty levied upon home-made spirits, with the addition of a 
surtax of two pence a gallon, which would make the actual 
duty payable on French brandies and spirits eight shillings 
and two pence a gallon. 

Since the ratification of the said Treaty, the Government 
of Her Britannic Majesty have ascertained that the surtax 
of two pence a gallon is not sufficient to countervail the 
charges with which, in consequence of the operation of the 
laws of Customs and Excise, home-made British spirits have 
now to contend ; and that a surtax limited to the rate of 
two pence a gallon would still leave home-made British 
spirits subject to a differential duty in fitvour of foreign 
brandies and spirits. 

Consequently, the Government of Her Britannic Majesty 
having represented these circumstances to the Government 
of His Majesty the- Emperor of the French, and His Imperia] 
Majesty having consented that the amoimt of the said surtax 
shall be increased, the two High Contracting Parties to the 
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said Treaty of Commerce do, by the present Additional 
Article, agree that the amount of such surtax shall be five 
pence a gallon ; and Her Britannic Majesty engages to re- 
commend to Parliament the admission into the United 
Eongdom of brandies and spirits imported from France at a 
duty exactly equal to the exdae-duty levied upon home-made 
spirits, with the addition of a surtax of five pence a gallon. 

The present Additional Article shall ^have. the same force 
and vaUdity as if it had been inserted in the Treaty of Com- 
merce of the 23rd of January last 

It shall be ratified, and the ratificatioiis thereof shall be 
exchanged at Paris within five days from the date of its 
aignatura 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have 
signed the same, and have affixed thereto the seals of their 
arms. 
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SECOND ADDITIONAL AETIOLE. 

Signed at Paris, June 27, 1860. 

It having been found impossible to conclude the negotiation 
of the arrangement which is to fix, according to paragraph 1 
of Article XIII. of the Treaty of Commerce concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and France, the 23rd of January last, 
the rate of the specific duties to be levied on British mer- 
chandise imported into Fiunce, within the period stipulated 
by the said Article, the High Contracting Parties have con- 
sidered it advisable, in the interest of the respective com- 
merce of the two countries, to make a fresh arrangement, 
with a view to insure the gradual execution of the aforesaid 
Treaty within the periods fixed by the same. 

In consequence whereof, the Undersigned, invested with 
full powers on the part of Her Majesty the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, on one side, 
and of His Majesty the Emperor of the French, on the 
other, have agreed upon the following Articles ; — 

1. Instead of a single Convention establishing the specific 
duties to be paid by British merchandise imported into 
France, three separate Conventions shall be successively 
concluded ; the first of which shall comprise bar and pig 
iron, steel and worked metals, machines, tools and mechanical 
instruments of all sorts ; the second, yams and manufactures 
in flax and hemp^ the third, all other articles of British 
production and manufacture enumerated in Article I. of the 
Treaty of the 23rd of January. 
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2. These Conyentions shall be negotiated, concluded, and 
ratified in such a manner as to come into force, with respect 
to the Articles to which they apply, at each of the periods 
fixed by Article XV. of the Treaty of which they will form 
the complement. Nevertheless, the last of these Conventions 
shall be concluded and ratified before the 1st of November 
next. 

The present Additional Article shall have the same force 
and validity as if it had been inserted in the Treaty of Com- 
merce of the 23rd of January last. It shall be ratified, and 
the ratifications thereof shall be exchanged at Paris within 
four days at latest from the date of its signature. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have 
signed the same, and have affixed thereto the seal of their 
anns. 
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FIBST SUPPLEMENTABY CONVENTION. 

Signed at Paris, October 12, 1860. 
ARTICLE I. 

The articles of British origin and manufacture enumerated 
in the Tariff annexed to the present Convention, shall, 
when imported direct from the United Kingdom, under 
the French or the British flag, be admitted into France at 
the duties specified hj the said Tarifll 

ARTICLE IL 

In order to establish the h/ct that the goods are of 
British origin or manufacture, the importer must present at 
the French Custom-house either an official declaration made 
before a British Magistrate exercising jurisdiction at the 
place of dispatch, or a certificate granted by the chief officer 
of the Customs at the port of embarkation, or a certificate 
granted by the Consuls or Consular Agents of France at the 
places of dispatch, or at the ports of embarkation. The 
above-mentioned Consuls or Consular Agents of France shall 
legalise the signatures of the British Authorities. 

ARTICLE m. 

The importer of machines and mechanical instruments, 
complete or in detached pieces, of British origin or manu- 
&,cture, shall be exempt from the obligation of producing at 
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the French Oostoms any model or drawing of the imported 
articla 

ABTICLE lY. 

The importer of any goods of British origin or manufac- 
ture taxed ad valorem must attach to the declaration verify- 
ing the value of that article, and to the certificate of origin, 
an invoice emanating from the manufacturer or from the 
seller, which shall show the real price, and shall be vise by a 
Consul or Consular Agent of France in the United Kingdom. 

ABTIGLE V. 

When articles upon which an ad valorem duty is levied 
have been previously warehoused, the duty shall be levied 
according to the value of those articles at the time of their 
actual entry into France. 

ABTIGLE VL 

The importer against whom the French Customs may 
desire to exercise the right of pre-emption stipulated in the 
Treaty of the 23rd of January, 1860, may, if he prefers to do 
so, demand a valuation of his goods by Experts. 

The same demand may be made by the French Customs 
when they may not think fit to have immediate recourse to 
pre-emption. 

. ABTICLB Vn. 

If the result of such valuation by Experts should prove 
that the goods have not a value of five per cent above that 
which has been declared by the importer, the duty shall be 
levied upon the amount of the declaration. 

If the proved value is five per cent, above the value 
declared, the French Customs shall be entitled, at their 
choice, either to exercise the right of pre-emption, or to levy 
the duty on the value determined by the Experts 
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This duty shall be increased by fifty per cent., as a ^ne, 
if the Yaluation of the Experts is ten per cent, above the 
declared value. 

If the value, as determined by the arbitration, exceeds 
the declared value by five per cent., the costs of the inquiry 
by the Experts shall be defrayed by the declarant. In the 
contrary case, they shall be defrayed by the French Custom- 
house. 

ABTICLE VIII. 

In the cases contemplated by Article VI. the two arbi- 
trating Experts shall be named, one by the declarant, the 
other by the local Chief of the French Customs Service. If 
there be difference of opinion between them, or if at the 
time of appointing the Experts the declarant shall require 
it, the Experts shall choose an Umpire. In de&ult of 
agreement, this Umpire shall be appointed by the President 
of the Tribunal of Commerce at the port of importation, or, 
in his de&ult, by the President of the Tribunal of Commerce 
at the nearest place. 

The decision of the Arbitrators shall be given within the 
fifteen days which follow their nomination. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Independently of the duties of Customs, articles of gold- 
smith's work and of jewellery of British manufacture in 
gold, silver, platina, or other metals, imported into France, 
shall be subject to the system of control established in that 
country for similar articles of domestic manu&cture, and 
shall pay, if it becomes necessary, on the same basis as those, 
the duties of marking and guarantee. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Tariff annexed to the present Convention shall, 
independently of the articles already admissible under the 
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Treaty of the 23rd of January last, be immediately applicable 
to refined sugars, to works in metal, to machines, to detached 
pieces of machines, to tools, and to mechanical instruments 
of every description. 

ASnCLE XI. 

The present Conyention shall haye the same duration as 
the Treaty concluded between the High Contracting Parties 
on the 23rd of January last, of which it is a complement. 

ABTICLE XIL 

The present Conyention shall be ratified, and the ratifica- 
tions shall be exchanged at Paris within fifteen days, or 
sooner, if possible. 

In witness whereof^ the respective Plenipotentiaries have 
signed it, and have afiixed thereto the seal of their arms. 

Done in duplicate, at Paris, the twelfth day of October, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty. 
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SECOND SUPPLEMENTABY CONVENTION.

ABnCLB I. 

The articles of British origin or mantL&cture enumerated in

The rules established by Articles II., iV., V., VI., 
VII., and VIIL of the Convention concluded on the 12th 
of October last between the High Contracting Powers, for 
the proofs of origin, the declarations of importation, and the 
valuation by Experts of the productions taxed ad valorem^ 
shall equally apply to the various articles of British origin 
or manufacture enimierated in the Tariff annexed to the 
present Convention. 

Article III. of the Convention of the 12th of October 
last, which exempts the importers of machines, or detached 
pieces of machines, of British origin or manu&cture, from 
the obligation of producing models or drawings, is declared ^

Independently of the duties of Customs stipulated in the

It is understood that refined sugar is not comprised in 
this list, because the duty of 41 francs per 100 kilogrammes, 
fixed on the importation of that article, includes the duty 
on consumption with vrhich it is novr charged in France. 

It is equally agreed between the High Contracting 
Powers that^ in the event of the modification or the sup- 
pression of the duties of excise now imposed upon French 
manu£Eu;turers, goods of British origin and manufacture 
shall, vrith regard to such duties of excise, be subjected to 
the same conditions as similar French gooda I^ however. 
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in consequence of the suppression of any of such duties, the 
QoTemment should establish a supervision or control, or an 
administrative system over certain articles of French manu- 
&cture, the direct or indirect charges which may be borne 
by the French manufacturer shall be countervailed by an 
equivalent surtax imposed upon similar British articles. 
It is further understood, that if drawbacks are granted to 
other articles of French manufacture, the duties of Customs 
which are imposed upon similar articles of British origin or 
manu&cture shall be augmented by a surtax equal to the 
amount of the drawbacks. 

ARTICLE IV. 

With regard to pure and mixed tissues taxed ad valorem, 
the valuation of which may appear to the French Govern- 
ment to present difficulties, they reserve to themselves the 
power to designate the Custom-house of Paris exclusively 
for the admission of such goods. 

ARTICLE V. 

Each of the High Contracting Powers engages to extend 
to the other any favour, any privilege or diminution of Tariff, 
which either of them may grant to a third Power in regard 
to the importation of goods mentioned, or not mentioned, 
in the Treaty of the 23rd of January, I860, 

ARTICLE VL 

The Tariff annexed to the present Convention shall come 
into force within a time which shall not be later than the 
1st of June, 1861, for yams and tissues of flax, hemp, and 
jute, and the 1st of October following for all other articles. 

ARTICLE VIL 

The present Convention shall have the same duration 
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as the Treaty concluded between the High Contracting 
Parties on the 23rd of JiMduaiy last, of which it is a com- 
plement. 

ABTICLB YIIL 

The present Oonyention shall be ratified, and .the ratifi- 
cations shall be exchanged at Paris within fifteen days, or 
sooner if possible.

are free, or are liable to a duty of less than 3 francs 
the 100 kilogrammes, they will pay an additional 26 
centimes per 100 kilogrammes. 

(B) When the goods are rated above 3 francs the 100 kilo- 

grammes, they will pay an additional duty, calculated 
as follows : — 

1. . Goods rated above 3 francs to 50 francs inclusive, 
an addition of tV (a). 

2. Above 50 francs to 300 francs, t^j for the 50 francs, 

and -ixs for the remainder (6). 

3. No additional duty will be levied above 300 

francs.

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NOTES 

TO ARTICLES COMPRISED IN THE TREATY OF COMMERCE 
WITH ENGLAND, OF JANUARY 23, 1860. 



N.B. — The articles not mentioned in the Treaty are subject to the 
rates of duty established by the General Tariff of France. (See pre- 
ceding Table.) 

1. Pig Ibon. — The distinction of iron pigs, under and 
above 15 kilogrammes in weight, is abolished, as far as re- 
gards pig iron imported from England. All kinds of pig iron 
will be admitted at the uniform rate of 2fr. 50c. per 100 
kilogrammes (Is. 0^. per cwt.). 

2. Purified Cast Iron (called Mazee), — The above obser- 
vations apply equally to purified cast iron, which is subject, 
under the new Tariff, without distinction of weight, to the 
duty of 3fr. 25c. per 100 kilogrammes (Is. 4d. per cwt.). If 
any difficulty or doubt arises with regard to the classifi- 
cation or distinction of purified cast iron, recourse will be 
had to arbitration, in the manner prescribed by the law of 
the 27th July, 1822. 

Old Iron, and Broken Eemains op Old Works in 
Cast or Wrought Iron. — ^The Custom House officers may 
insist upon having all articles broken up in the Custom 
House which may seem to them to be fit for any other 
purpose than for smelting. Unnecessary expense to the 
importer will, however, be avoided. 

3. Crude Iron, in Lumps, or prisms containing dross, are 
subjected to a duty of 5fr. per 100 kilogrammes (2s. 0^ 
per cwt.). Those of such lumps which are freed from the 
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dross will be subject to the same regulations as iron in bars. 
If lumps of iron, freed fit)m the dross, are presented, not 
having the unequal, rough, or cracked aspect of lumps, 
properly so called, they will be charged with the general 
duty of 7fr. (2s. lOd. per cwt), established on iron ; and, 
in case of dispute, recourse will be had to legal arbitration. 

4. Iron. — The duty of 7fr. (2s. lOd. per cwt.) is appli- 
cable to iron in bars — to rails of all forms and dimensions 
to Angle and T iron — as well as to hoops of more than 1 
millimetre in thickness, and iron wire above y'^ths millimtoe 
in diameter, whether tinned, coppered, or covered with zinc. 

Tires op Wheels, which, under the general Tariff, are 
subject to the same duties as square bar iron, of less than 15 
millimetres thick, will pay as " detached pieces of ma- 
chinery," and be subject to a duty of 15fr. the 100 kilo- 
grammes. At the same time, if the tires or bands are 
imported in straight pieces (although shaped and in lengths 
for the wheels of locomotives, wagons, or carts), they will 
pay as " bar iron," or " bar steel," according to the material 
of which they are made. 

Since the introduction of puddlage in the manufacture ot 
steel, certain kinds of steel are often found to present an 
analogy with iron. In case of doubt, the Customs oflGlcers will 
test the iron by heating, or with nitric acid. 

5. Hoop Iron. — The width of hoop iron of one milli- 
metre in thickness, or under, does not exceed 4 centimetres 
(lyVth inches). Bands of thin iron, the widths of which 
exceed these limits, and those of less width, which may have 
been cut by shears, belong to the class of thin sheets, rated 
at 13fr. (5s. 3^. per cwt.) The supplementary duty of 10 
per cent, is to be levied on all sheets, thick or thin, 
for whatever purpose employed, which do not retain the 
rectangular form. 

6. Sheet Iron. — ^The classification of sheet iron is nearly 
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the same as that generally adopted in the trade. The duty 
varies, not only according to thickness, but also according to 
the weight and dimensions of the sheets. Sheets are not 
generally manufactured less than 25 centimetres (10 inches 
nearly) in width ; but smaller bands may be cut fix)m sheet 
iron ; these bands become liable, according to their thick- 
ness, to the duty of 8fr. 50c. (3s. 5^ per cwt.) or to that of 
13fr. (5s. 3^d. per cwt.) 

7. Sheets Tinned (Tin Plates). — The cases in which tin 
plates are sometimes imported, are to pay the same as the 
plates themselves — ^viz., 16fr. per 100 kilogrammes (6s. 6d. 
per cwt.). 

8. Strings for Musical Instruments, of white " iron 
wire," will pay as iron wire, according to dimensions, as 
follows : — Of more than -j'^ths of a millimetre in diameter, 
7fr. per 100 kilogrammes (2s. lOd. per cwt.). Ofy'^ths of a 
millimetre in diameter or less, 14fr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(5s. 8Jd. per cwt.). Strings for musical instruments of 
" steel wire " will pay as " steel wire." 

9. Steel in Bars. — Lumps of steel will pay the same duty 
as steel bar iron, 15fr. per 100 kilogrammes (6s. Id. per cwt). 

The duty on steel in bars will be charged on all kinds 
without distinction, whatever may be their value or mode 
of manufacture — steel natural, puddled, cemented, or cast. 

10. Steel in Sheets. — As regards steel in sheets, the 
Tariff admits only two classes regulated by thickness ; but the 
limit which determines the lowest duty has been raised to 
two millimetres (yVth inch). 

Sheets of steel are distinguished from bars by the same 
characteristics as sheets of iron ; and it must be understood 
that bars of steel are always more than two millimetres in 
thickness : thus bands of steel, which are not more than 
two millimetres in thickness, must pay the duty of 30fr., as 
sheets. 
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The duty of 30fr. per 100 kilograinmes applies to all 
steel bands, of 2 millimetres and less in thickness, whatever 
may be their width. This rate applies — 1st, to all steel bands 
straight, rolled up, white or brown, blued or polished, for 
the use of making watch springs, or for any other purpose, 
unless there is some special reason for placing them in 
another category. 2nd, to thin sheets of steel, cut or not, 
imported for the manufacture of metallic pens. If the bands 
are in particular forms, or thinned, cut out, or trimmed in 
shapes, or even tempered, they will be liable, as " works of 
pure steel," to the duty of 40fr. per 100 kilogrammes. 

Planks or Discs op Steel, simply cut, either for 
circular or straight saw blades, or for any other use, are 
classed as sheets, provided they are not polished, teethed, 
nor even thinned at the edges, otherwise they would be 
classed with steel tools, or watch and clock movements. 

11. Steel Wire. — ^All steel wire, of whatever diameter 
or mode of manufacture, is liable to the duty of 30fr. 
(12s. 2^d. per cwt.) 

Steel Wire Brushes, which are classified in the general 
Tariff with " steel wire," are to pay as " works of steel not 
denominated." 

12. Copper Ore. — "Copper slags and scoria," and 
"copper ore roasted or fused," are considered as "copper 
ore." 

13. Copper, Crude. — This head includes not only brass 
and bronze of all kinds moulded in rough masses, but also 
smooth plates and bars for laminating, when they have 
undergone one process of fusion only. The regulations of 
the general Tariff continue to apply to old copper articles 
broken up, to copper coins out of currency, to old sheathing 
copper for vessels, and to planchets of copper for coins and 
medals. 

14. Copper Eolled or Beaten. — Copper sheeting, forged 

1 
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bars, bars for bolts, rolls of copper prepared for wire drawing, 
and thin sheets (tinsel) of pure copper, will pay as copper 
rolled or beaten, 15fr. the 100 kilogrammes (6s. Id. per cwt.)- 
Sheets for the bottom of coppers or boilers, saucepans, 
pans, <kc., worked or not with the hammer ; verdigris plates ; 
plates for clock or watch dials ; nails and bolts of copper, 
pure or mixed, will pay as copper wares, 25 fr. per 100 
kilogrammes. 

lo. Copper Wire. — There is no limit as to the thickness 
of copper wire, as all kinds are subject to a uniform duty. 
Copper plates for engraving, not polished, will pay the same 
duty as copper cylinders, 15fr. per 100 kilogrammes (6s. Id. 
per cwt.). 

Copper strings for musical instruments, polished or not, 
wound on bobbins or not, and wire or thread for embroidery, 
other than gilt or silvered, will pay, without distinction of 
quality, 15fr. per 100 kilogrammes (6s. Id. per cwt.). 

16. Copper of all Kinds, Gilt or Silvered, of whatever 
shape, in lingots, beaten, drawn, or laminated, or wound on 
thread or on silk, will pay a uniform duty of lOOfr. per 
100 kilogrammes (£2 Os. Tfd. per cwt.) This category 
includes also strings for musical instruments, wound or not ; 
sheets, wire, scales, spangles, wire ribbon, and tinsel, gilt or 
silvered, and all articles in metallic compositions, of a similar 
nature, not specially rated. 

17. Zinc Ore.— ^No distinction is to be made between 
calamine stone and calamine burned or calcined. Zinc ores 
of all kinds, calcined or not, are to be admitted free orduty. 

Zinc Nails, used in sheathing ships, will pay the same 
duty as works of zinc, viz., lOfr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(4s. Of d. per cwt). 

18. Lead. — Scoria of lead of all kinds being admitted, by 
Treaty, free of duty, the regulations established, by circidar 
of 9 th March, 1859, for its submission on impoi*tation to 
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chemical analysis, do not apply to British produce imported 
fix)m the United Eingdom. 

19. Lead, Crude, Mixed with Antimony, will pay as 
lead, provided the antimony does not exceed a proportion of 
10 per cent. 

Hammered Lead will pay the same duty as rolled 
lead and works of lead, viz., 5fr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(2s. OJd. per cwt). 

Printing Type, Old. —The duty of 5fr. per 100 
kilogrammes on old printing type, applies only to type unfit 
for use ; all type that has been used, but which is stiU fit for 
service, will pay the duty of lOfr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(4s. Ofd. per cwt), established for new printing type. 

20. Tin. — ^In order that tin, rough, mixed with anti- 
mony, be admitted at the rate of 5fir. per 100 kilogrammes 
(2s. OJd. per cwt.), it is necessary that the proportion of 
antimony forms at least 10 per cent 

Metallic compositions of tin, in which copper predomi- 
nates, pay as articles of copper; that is, they will be 
admitted freey or subjected to a duty of 15fr* per 100 
kilogrammes (6s. Id. per cwt), according €is they are in a 
rough or worked state. 

21. Bismuth. — Bismuth, rough, is admitted firee of duty. 
In all other states it is subjected to the rates established in 
the general Tariff — ^viz., hammered or rc^ed, 72fi:. per 100 
kilogrammes. 

22. Antimony Ore. — This rate applies to antimony ore, 
sulphuretted antimony, and metallic antimony. 

Chemical substances extracted firom antimony remain 
subject to the ordinary rates of duty. 

23. Nickel Ore and Speiss. — Speiss is an ore of nickel 
or cobalt, which has been subject to roasting, or a prelimi- 
nary fusion. 

24. Iron Castings.— The duty of 3fr. 50c. per 100 kilo- 

i2 
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grammes (Is. 5^d. per cwt.) applies only to castings from 
the open mould, and railway chairs. All wares run or cast 
in close moulds (railway chairs excepted), will pay, according 
to kind, 4fr. 25c., 5fr., 9fr., or 12fr. pw 100 kilogrammes. 

25. Iron Wares. — tf these wares are turned or polished, 
they will be liable to the duty of 15fr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(6s. Id. per cwt.) Gratings (solid), beds, seats and furniture 
for gardens, and other kinds, with or without ornaments or 
adJTincts in cast-iron, steel, or copper, will pay a duty of 9fr. 
per 100 kilogrammes (3s. 8d. per cwt.), provided the orna- 
ments or adjuncts form only an accessory to the principal 
object. If they are of sufficient importance to constitute a 
principal part of the article in weight or size, then the article 
will be liable to a duty of 17fr., or 20fr. per 100 kilogrammett 
(6s. lid. or 8s. l^d, per cwt.), according to the classification 
for household articles, and other wares unenumerated. 

Hollow gratings of wrought-iron will pay as tubes. 
Axles, springs, and tires for wheels are included under the 
head of " detached pieces of machinery." 

2Q. Locksmiths* Work. — The articles included under 
this head pay the same duty, even if painted or varnished. 
Padlocks, which were classed under the general Tariff with 
" mercery," are now included with small iron-wares. 

27. Nails. — Nails for shoemakers and saddlers, which 
are classed in the general Tariff with "mercery," will pay the 
rates fixed according to Treaty for nails, according to mode 
of manufacture. 

28. Anchors. — This rate of duty applies to anchors of 
all weights and dimensions. 

29. Chains and CnAiN-CABLEa — The restrictions of the 
general Tariff wiih regard to the make of chains do not apply 
to those imported from the United Eingdom. 

Cables op Iron Wire will pay as iron wires, unenume- 
rated ; viz., 17fr. per 100 kilogrammes (6s. lid. per cwt.). 
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30. Iron Tub^ (Steel Tubes). — Steel tubes will pay as 
'^detached pieces of machineiy," according to their weight, 
30fr. or 40fr. per 100 kilogrammes. 

31. Iron Wares, Unenumerated. — This includes all 
articles of wrought-iron, sheet-iron, or of tin plate, of 
whatever shape or value, not included in the foregoing divi- 
sions of the Tariff (except machines and machinery, and 
metal gauze, which are specially rated). 

Articles of wrought-iron, sheet-iron, or tin plate, which, 
under the general Tariff are classed with " mercery," are to 
pay as household articles, <&c. The following are among the 
principal, viz. : — Bings, buckles, tinder-boxes, knitting- 
needles, bird-cages, candlesticks, pipe-covers, sieves, spoons, 
thimbles, dice, spurs, filed or blackened, tinned or polished ; 
stimips, torches, bells, jews'-harps, lanterns, in dozens; 
snuffers ; moulds for bullets, other than for war purposes ; 
moulds or shapes of buttons, varnished or not ; coffee and 
pepper-mills, mounted; netting-needles, bodkins, sugar- 
nippers, tweezers, paper-cutters, boot-hooks, corkscrews and 
screws of corkscrews, worm-screws, button-hooks, drawing- 
pens ; steels, polished or damasked ; skates, and all articles 
of wrought-iron, sheet-iron, or tin plate, which are included 
in the general Tariff under the head of " mercery." 

32. Steel Tools. — This category includes all kinds of 
pure steel tools, set in handles or not, without distinction. 

Turners' Bows will pay as tools. 

Flax and Hemp Combs will pay as ^' detached pieces of 
machinery," 50fr. per 100 kilogrammes (£1 Os. 3|d. per cwt). 

33. Needles. — ^These duties apply exclusively to ordi- 
nary sewing needles. Large needles, such as those used for 
mattress and sail-making, needles without heads, or with 
broken heads, and knitting needles of steel,. are taxed as 
toola (For needles and knitting-needles of wrought-iron, 
see Iron Wares, enumerated.) 
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34. Fish-hooks. — ^The fish-hooks subjected to the duty 
of lOOfr. per 100 kilogrammes, are the small steel fish-hooks, 
used exclusively for brook or stream fishing. Iron fish- 
hooks are subject to a duty of 50fr. per 100 kilogrammes 
only. 

35. Metallic Pens.— The duty of lOOfr. per 100 kilo- 
grammes applies to metallic pens of all kinds (except gold 
or silver), with or without holders. 

Gold and Silver Pens will pay as jewellery. 

36. Steel Ornaments. — Also steel pins, with large heads; 
garniture for waistbands, purses, portfolios, small boxes, <fec. 
When these articles are imported separately, they are liable 
to a duty of 25£r. per 100 kilogrammes ; but, if applied to 
other objects — as, for example, to works of leather, wood, 
bone, mother-of-pearl or ivory, and provided they form only 
an accessory part of the work — ^they will pay the rates of 
duty fixed for those manufactures. 

37. Household Articles, <fec. — ^This category includes 
fire-irons and fire-guards of steel ; cylinders, and plates of 
steel, or coated with steel, engraved or not ; jews'-harps, 
tinder-boxes, shoemakers' nails, spurs, stirrups, bodkins, 
corkscrews, skates, and all works in pure steel, not specified 
in the preceding classes. 

38. Cutlery. — This rate of duty is not at present in 
force. 

This includes knives of all kinds, including hunting- 
knives and butchers'-knives, scissors, razors, penknives, 
erasers, paper-piercers, nail-files; forks of all kinds, of 
iron or steel, . with handles or not ; butchers'-cleavers or 
chopping-knives, shoemakers*, leather-dressers*, coopers', and 
saddlers' knives, and all large cutting instruments, made by 
edge-tool makers, with plain handles, will pay as tools of 
steel, or of iron tipped with steel, according to their kind. 
Knives, with blades or handles of gold, sUver, or silver^lt, 
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will pay as " plate ; " but it is permitted, at the option of 
the importer, to have the blades and handles valued sepa- 
rately, according to their respective classifications. If the 
handles of knives are only ornamented with collars or 
medaUions of gold, silver, or silver-gHt, they will be classed 
as cutlery. 

39. SuBOiCAL AND OPTICAL INSTRUMENTS. — This rate of 
duty applies to metal instruments employed in chemistry, 
provided they are not made of gold, silver, or silver gilt, in 
which case they will be classed with plate. If only orna- 
mented with gold, silver, or silver gilt, they will, however, 
be classed as surgical instruments. This class includes all 
astronomical, mathematical, nautical, optical, and physical 
instruments. 

Small compasses, opera-glasses, eye-glasses, magic lan- 
terns of all kinds, spectacles, and common office compasses, 
will also pay this rate of duty, viz., 10 per cent, ad 
vcdarem. 

The " drawings on scale '* of instruments formerly neces- 
sary from the importer, are no longer required. 

40. Arms. — ^Include side-arms of every description, 
whether the blades are embossed, furbished, or mounted, or 
not. Hilts and scabbards, presented separately, will be 
taxed according to the materials of which they are made. 
Foils, and blades of foils, formerly classed as " mercery," will 
pay as side-arms. 

Arms enriched with gold or silver ai*e liable to the 
guarantee duty, when the ornaments are of considerable 
value. As in the case of cutlery, this regulation will not be 
applied to such ornaments as medallions or others of little 
value. 

Oases or boxes for arms of expensive workmanship will 
pay the same duty as the arms themselves. 

Ohildren's swords and guns pay as toys, provided they 
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can only be used as playthings. If they can be used for 
firing, although of the commonest manuflEu^ture, they will 
pay as fire-arms. 

The regulations of the general Tariff remain in force 
with regard to arms in general, and particularly to secret 
and prohibited weapons, and to weapons of war. 

41. Articles op Cast and Wrought-Iron. r— The 
specific weight of cast and wrought-iron being nearly the 
same, a simple inspection of the goods will suffice to de- 
termine which of the two predominates. In case the im- 
porter objects to the decision of the Custom House officer, 
he can appeal to experts, or, if possible, separate the cast 
from the wrought ircm. 

42. Wire Gauze — No distinction is made for wire 
gauze, varnished or painted; in whatever state it may be 
imported it will be subject to the duty of 15fr. per 100 
kilogrammes (6s. Id. per cwt.) ; when adapted for sieves, it 
will also pay 15fr. ; but should it form part of a paper- 
machine, it will then be liable to the duty on "detached 
pieces of machinery not denominated." 

43. Copper Cylinders, <kc. — Plates for engraving, dies 
and stereotype plates of copper, will pay the same duty as 
cylinders of copper. 

The regulations as to copyright and to public order, pre- 
scribed by decree of 14th July, 1853, will continue in force 
as respects engraved plates and dies, whether of copper, of 
steel, or of iron, covered with steeL 

44. Copper Wares. — These include blow-pipes, scale 
beams, larding pins, trowels, and other tools of copper or 
brass ; also buckles, tinder-boxes, polished or embossed, 
knitting needles, bird-cages, pipe-covers, spoons, forks, bells, 
shepherd's sun-dials, snuffers^ coffee and pepper nulls 
mounted, netting needles, bodkins, pencil-holders by the 
gross, padlocks, worm screws, powder fiasks of copper 
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bronzed, brass tobacco boxes painted, with double covers 
and miiTors, saddlers' nails, cigar cases, ornaments of 
stamped copper for purses^ and all other copper wares not 
specified. 

Wire Gauze, Copper. — See Note (42) to iron wire 
gauze. The observations apply to wire gauze of copper. 

Copper needles, other than for knitting, are classed as 
" detached pieces of machinery." 

Copper wares, burnished, bronzed, or varnished, will pay 
as plain copper wares. 

Lamps of all kinds will pay according to the nature of 
their cases or frames (metal, porcelain, 6lc,). Those which 
are mounted in copper, or in copper mixed with zinc or tin, 
will pay as copper wares ; viz., 25 fr, per 100 kilogrammes 
(10s. 2d. per cwt). 

Articles for sporting purposes of bone, wood, or leather, 
ornamented with copper, will pay as the material of which 
made, provided the ornaments form only an accessory part 
of them. 

Works of art, of bronze, made before the 18th century, 
medals, ancient or modem, old money out of currency, and 
tokens, when in small numbers, will be admitted free of 
duty. If the modem medals, old money, or tokens, are 
presented in large quantities sufficient to form a commercial 
speculation, they will be liable to the duty on copper wares ; 
viz., 25fr, per 100 kilogrammes. 

45. Zinc Manufactures include manufactures of pure 
zinc of every description. 

46. Lead Manufactures. — Shot and bullets, other than 
articles of war, will be admitted at this rate of duty. 

Alloys of lead and antimony are chiefly used for the 
manufacture of printing-type, which is specially rated; should 
they be presented, however, in any other shape, they will be 
liable to the same duty as manu&ctures of lead. 
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The following articles, classed in the general Tariff as 
" mercery," will pay as manu&^tiires of lead : — 

Eings, spoons, combs ; syringes plain, japanned, or gilt ; 
snuffboxes plain, japanned, or varnished; and all other 
manufactures of lead not particularly mentioned. 

47. Printing-Type, New. — No distinction is to be made 
between printing-type of French, German, or other languages. 
For old printing-type, see Note 19. 

48. Tin Manufactures. — No distinction is to be made 
between works in fine and common tin, or between such 
articles as pots, and pans, and others. 

Works in Britannia metal, an alloy of tin in wliich tin 
forms the principal part> will pay the same duty as manu- 
fectures of tin. 

The following articles, viz., small pans, forks, thimbles, 
with or without enamel ornaments, and all small articles 
of tin, which, under the general Tariff, were classed as 
" mercery," will pay as manufactures of tin. 

49. Nickel and Argentine Manufactures. — ^AU wares 
of mixed metal, of which nickel forms a part, however small, 
will pay the duty fixed for manufiictures of nickel. 

60. Plated Wares. — Plated wares, or wares of common 
metal, usually coated with silver, will pay a uniform rate of 
duty without regard to the quality of the plating, which 
varies firom iVth to xirytli of the common metal used in the 
manufacture of the articles. 

Plated buttons, which were exceptionally exempted and 
admitted under the general Tariff at a duty of 240fr., will 
pay as plated manufactures. 

According to the law of the 19th Brumaire, year 6, manu- 
factures of imitation plate and jewellery, and articles gilt, 
plated, or lined with gold or silver, must bear the mark of 
the manu£9u;turer. This mark, either the initials or other 
private mark, must be enclosed in a perfect sqiuirej and may 
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be attached without the intervention of the warranty-officer. 
These regulations, in accordance with Article 9 of the 1st 
Supplementary Convention, must be strictly observed as 
regards English products entered for use in France. Articles 
marked within any other than a perfect square, such as a 
lozenge, <fec., will be liable to seizure. These regulations are 
necessary, in order to avoid the confusion of imitation plate 
(plated wares), with reed plate and jewellery*. 

51. Manufactures op "Metal, Gilt or Silvered. — The 
preceding regulations apply equally to manufactures of metal, 
gilt or silvered. 

52. Plate and Jewellery. — No distinction is made 
between plate and jewellery of gold, silver, silver gilt, platina, 
aluminium, and plate of other metal, common or fine. The 
regulations for plated goods, commonly so called, will be 
found above ; as to other articles, in the form of imitation 
plate or jewellery, they will pay as jewellery of gold, &c. 

In addition to the impoi*t duties, plate, and jewellery oi 
British origin, imported into France, will be subject, in con- 
formity with Article 9 of the 1st Supplementary Con- 
vention, to the rules established by the Stamp Office for 
similar articles of French manufacture, and will pay on the 
same footing as those articles the duties of stamping and 
warranty. 

For regulations as to marks on imitation plate and jewel- 
lery, see Note 50. 

53. Clocks and Watches. — ^All articles designated under 
this name will pay a uniform duty of 5 per cent, ad valorem. 
No distinction will be made for clock-cases, nor for the cases 
of musical boxes, unless, by their nature of finish or work- 
manship, the interior works should be considered only as an 
adjunct ; in such cases, they will be treated, according to 
circumstances, as plate, jewellery, or cabinet-makers' or 
turners' wares. 
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Large chronometers (marine watches) pay, as philoso- 
phical instruments, 10 per cent, ad valorem. 

After payment of the import duty, watches. &c., must 
be sent to one of the Guarantee Offices to be tested and 
stamped. 

Musical Boxes pay as clocks and watches. 

54. Clock and Watch Movements. — These consist 
principally of springs (tempered, polished, or blued), chains, 
wheels, dial-plates, rough or finished hands, keys of common 
metal and key-pipes, and other works entirely finished, and 
ready to put in their places in clocks or watches. 

Dials, hands, and keys of gold, are liable to the duty on 
jewellery, but the weight of the iron part and other acces- 
sories may be deducted from them and charged as clock 
movements. 

Watch-maker's tools do not belong to this class, but pay 
as " tools." 

56, Machines and Machinery. — Importers gf machines 
and machinery of British origin are exempted from the 
obligation of producing to the French Custom-house 
authorities models or drawings, according to scale, of the 
articles imported. 

Steam Engines, Fixed. — The new Tariflf divides steam- 
engines into three classes — 1, Stationary machines, with or 
without boilers or fly-wheels ; 2, Stationary marine engines, 
with or without boilers ; and 3, Locomotive and portable 
engines. 

Other Machines. — The other machines are ranged 
under four different rates of duty. Among distilling, re- 
fining, and heating apparatus, only those in copper are 
specially enumerated. They are, however, sometimes manu- 
factured in cast, wrought, or sheet-iron ; and, should such be 
imported, they will pay, as '^machines not enumerated," 
9, 15, or 20 frunc», according to the proportion of cast or 
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▼rought-iron in their composition. If these apparatus are 
made of copper, and cast or wrought-iron, and if the copper 
predominate in weight, they will pay as apparatus of copper. 
Furnaces and stoves, in sheet-iron, or in cast and sheet- 
iron, are liable to a duty of lOfr. per 100 kilogrammes 
(48. 0|d. per cwt.). 

56. Gasometers and Open Boilers. — The New Tariff 
mentions these articles as being made of sheet-iron only, or 
of sheet and cast-iron. Few gasometers are now made of 
copper ; at the same time, should any made of that metal be 
imported, they will be liable to the duty of 15fr. (6s. Id. per 
cwt.) as apparatus in copper. The same remarks apply to 
" open boilers " and " evaporating apparatus." . 

57. Machines for Making Machines. — The duties for 
these machines are divided into three classes. No difference, 
however, exists, except with reference to the proportion of 
cast-iron they contain. Should the importer disagree with 
the classification of the Custom House officer, he can have 
recourse to legal arbitration, or, if possible, separate the cast- 
iron, as in the case of goods composed of wrought and cast- 
iron. (See Note 41.) 

58. Sheets and Fillets of Cards. — Sheets and fillets of 
cards on leather, india-rubber, or other materials, will pay 
60fr. per 100 kilogrammes (£1 4s. 4|d. per cwt.). 

Sheets and fillets /or cards of leather, india-rubber, or 
other materials, specially designed for carding ma<5liines, will 
pay 20fr. (8s. 1 Jd. per cwt.) 

59. Keeds and Weaving Combs. — Keeds in iron or 
copper only are specified in the Tariff; reeds in steel will, 
however, pay the same duty. Heckles, or flax, or hemp 
combs, classed in the general Tariff as tools, will pay as 
reeds, &c. 

60. Detached Pieces in Various Metals, TJnenume- 
rated. — Pieces of cast-iron, neither polished, filed, nor

adjusted, will pay the same rate of duty as the third class 
of cast-iron wares, viz., 5fr. (2s. Jd. per cwt.) 

Earth Wagons, used in the construction of railways, 
and such like operations, which are classed under the general 
Tariff with machines, will pay as "carriages," 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

River Boats, and wherries of iron, also classed by the 
general Tariff with machines, will pay as " ships and boats 
of iron." 

Until the new Tariff comes into force for carriages and 
ships, earth wagons, river boats, and wherries will pay 
according to the regulations of the general Tariff (wagons, 
24fr. ; river boats, 36fr. per 100 kilogrammes). 

If small fcoats or vessels of steel be imported, they will 
be liable to a duty of 40fr. (1 6s. 3d. per cwt.) 

61. Refined Sugar. — The duty of 4:lfr. (16s. 8d. per 
cwt.) applies to refined sugar of British produce of all kinds, 
in whatever shape it may be presented, either in loaves, 
pieces, or in powder. 

62, Pms. — Pins of all kinds, whether made of iron, 
steel, copper, or brass, and are tinned, painted, or varnished, 
will be admitted at this rate of duty. 

*^* The Notes to the remaining articles included in the 
Treaty will be issued as soon as those duties shall come 
into force. 
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BEGUUTIONS AS TO PACKING. 

By law of the 17th December, 1814, tools of different 
kinds were not allowed to be imported in the same case. 
This regulation is abolished under the Treaty, and tools 
differently taxed may now be packed in the same case, pro- 
vided the importer separates each class in such a manner as 
to prevent delay in their verification at the Custom House. 
The declarations must always state aepa/rcUely the weight of 
goods in each cat^ory of the Tariff 



POBTS OF ENTBY. 

MegulaUons as to admission of articles which are prohibited under 
the general Tariff^, but which are admitted, by Treaty , from the United 
Kingdom, 

All British goods, which were formerly prohibited, but 
which, by virtue of the Treaty of January, 1860, are 
admitted into France from the United Kingdom, will only 
be admitted at such ports as are open for the reception of 
articles of a like nature not hitherto prohibited : thus, for 
instance, iron in lumps or prisms will only be admitted at 
such Custom Houses as have hitherto been open for the 
reception of bar iron ; works in iron and steel, through the 
Custom Houses open for the reception of cast-iron and steel ; 
and works in sundry metals, through Custom Houses open 
for the importation of such metals.
